the ballot. In those days odd designs were 
devised to make the rmance of this trick 
the more difficult. The ballots were guarded 
with great care. Since then statutes have 
been enacted making any ballot intended to 
deceive illegal. The practice Is still continued, 
however. Inthe Republican camp the picket 
guards to-night will not if truthful men an- 
nounce that is all well. 

It was reported yesterday that Messrs. R. O. 
Rerens and J. W. Gates had made arrange- 
ments to put $10,000 into the campaign for the 
success of the Reoublican ticket. Up to noon 


to-day no $10,000 bundle had arrived. The report

Report of the University,Jnvestigating Com- 
mittee—The Liquor Bill. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 1.—Senator 
Sebree submitted majority and minority re- 
ports from the University Investigating Com- 
mittee in the Senate and Champ Clark did the 
same in the House. As foreshadowed some 
time since, the committee could not agree. 
Senators Shelton and Sheldon and Repre- 
sentatives Clark, Webb and Houck 
joined in the majority report, which 
recommends the dismissal of President Laws 


and Prof. Sanborn, while the minority report, 
signed by Sanator Sebree‘and Representatives 
Newberry of Bates and Brooks of Carroll, de- 
clines to join in such recommendation. The 
evidence is voluminous, and so are the re- 
ports. Both were ordered printed, the print- 
ing to take precedence over all other printing. 

A number of bills were reported back from 
committees this morning. Among the most 
important was the bill revising the school 
law. This bill makes the county superin- 
tency system optional with the voters of the 
county and graduates the salary of county 
superintendents into four classes, ranging 
from $300 to $1,200, according to the school pop- 
ulation of the county or counties adopting the 
superintendency system. The bill also re- 
quires the public schools to be taught six 
months in the year in country districts instead 
of four as at present. 

The joint committee on revision reported 
back the chapter of the revised statutes 
on corporations with several important 
changes inthearticles relating to telegraph 
and banking companies, and also a building 
and loan association not located in the State. 
The bill, as amended, requires non-resident 
building associations to deposit $100,000 with 
the State before obtaining authority todo 
business In the State. It also prohibits a pri- 
vate banker from becoming a director in an 
incorporated bank. 

The House resumed consideration of the 
liquor bill this morning, going into the com- 
mittee of the whole at 10 o’clock. Several 
amendments were offered, but none of im- 
portance were adopted. At 12 o’clock the 
committee arose, reported progress and the 
House adjourned. be bill remains as strong 
as it was when first reported from the 
Jurisprudence Committee. The amendments 
have not weakenec, but rather made 
it stronger. The feeling in the House this 
morning was stronger for the bill than on 
Saturday. Manyof the Senators were pres- 
ent during the discussion. Fogel of Schuyler 
and Shaw of Ste. Genevieve led the opposi- 
tion. Moore of Laclede warned the 
house against liquor 
lobbyists, and friends 
of the measure down 
allamendmentsto which Shaw replied that 
there were no liquor lobbyiste here. Dr. 
Jones of Stone, whosays he is a straight out 
Prohibitionist, is aleo opposing the measure 
on the ground that free whisky is preferabie 
to license or regulation.

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Highly Esteemed, but Valueless, Household 
Remedies—Articles That Are Used Much 
Too Carelessly—Bromide, Camphor and 
Other Agents, Their Uses and Dangers.

In view of the popular and overweaning 
confidence in medicines, it requires no little 
moral eourage for the physician to act 
honestiy with his patient. When ill, far too 
many put their whole reliance upon drugs, 
failing to realize the oft repeated fact that 
they alone can never cure, nor are they of any 
great assistance evenin the management of 
many ailments. There was a time when 
physicians treated disea 
lowed established rules 
which, we may say, th ought acted as an- 
tidotes for them. In each instance they had 
special remedies for this stage and for that 
stage of every common disease, and those 
they administered in a stereotyped way. But 
all that is changed now; instead of treating 
the patient’s disease the modern physician 
treats the patient. He does not walk in 
any beaten track. He has no fixed and 
unchangeable method of tredtment for 
any disease. He treats every patient as 
he finds him. Take, as an illustration, his 
course in typhoid fever. Day after day he 
visits his patient and studies his condition. 
He knows very well that if he can keep up the 
sufferer’s strength for a certain.time, and dur- 
ing that time no dent happens, then re- 
covery is sure to t place,for the fever must 
inevitably subsi Perhaps for a week the 
patient does we nder careful nursing and 
feeding alone; then the physician detects a 
symptom for him to combat; he administers a 
remedy, and discontinues it when no longer 
needed. Soon another symptom arises and is 
treated, but always when the medicine has 
done its work it is stopped. And so he goes 
on throughout the entire course, always on 
the alert and treating exigencies as they arise. 
His patient has lost his reckoning, is off a lee 
shore, and drawing on to the rocks; the phys- 
ician takes the wheel and brings him intoa 
safe anchorage. 

People ought to havea just appreciation of 
the relative agency of nature and medicine in 
the recovery from disease. Says Flint, in 
slightly changed language: ‘‘It is customary 


and convenient to personify disease, speaking 
of it as an enemy to be recognized, attacked, 
and, if possible, vanquished. Remedies and 
therapentical methods are said to be curative, 
as if disease were overcome exclusively by 
them. The mind should not be deceived by 
those figurative expressions. In reality re- 
covery from disease is always effected by 
nature—that is, by the agency of processes in- 
herent in the organism. All that art can do 
is tojfremove obstacies to the 
OPERATION OF NATURAL PROCESSES, 

and to promote their favorable operation. 
Take as an example a remedy which is consid- 
ered as specially curative, namely, quinine, 
in chills and fever; this remedy, strictly 
speaking, does not cure the disease, using the 
term cure in its conventional sense, but it re- 
moves something on which the continuance of 
the disease depends. This something re- 
moved, nature effects the cure. Let it not be 
considered that, to attribute supreme agency 
to nature, isto disparage art. The triumphs 
of the latter are made none the less beneficent 
and brilliant by subordination to the former. 

In several issues of the Sunday Herald there 
have been discussed the drugs with which 
people are most familiar. Returning now to 
them the next on the list to claim attention is 
borax, an article avout which it would appear 
but little could be said; and yet there are a 
few relative facts worth mentioning. As an 
internal remedy, borax was once quite 
highly esteemed, but is now practically 
little used, except in canker, in which af- 
fection itis still considered very efficacious. 
It is a mineral astringent, milder than alum, 
and can be used more fr iy. In the treat- 
ment of canker it can have some, but very lit: 
tle effect. In that trouble, the little ulcers 
ought to be touched with caustic; after that a

solution of borax and water used as a mouth 


wash will hasten a cure. Borax and honey is 
an old-time remdy inthe sore mouths of chil- 
dren. The borax is well enough, but the 
honey cannot be of any benefit. A better way 
to use borax for the purpose is this: Have 
the druggist make up a powder composed of 
borax, 1 drachm; myrrh, 10 grams; white 
sugar, one-half an ounce. Let all this be very 
finely powdered. If the child with a sore 
mouth is a mere infant the quantity of borax 
should be one-half a drachm insteadof a 
drachm; but if it is 2 or 3 years old the 
larger quantity first advised can be used. 
Every two or three hours take up with the 
thumb and forefinger “a pinch’’ of this pow- 
der and drop it on the tongue. Its effect is 
always very satisfactory. Boracie acid is 
used much more by physicians than is borax, 
from which itis obtained. It has generally 
been held as non-poisonous, but recently a 
case of poisoning by it through absorption 
has been reported. This clearly shows what 
we have been trying to impress 
upon people that even what are 
held to be absolutely harmless rem- 
edies are capable of doing grievous injury if 
improperly used. Many who suffer from na- 
sal catarrh are in the habit of using douches, 
which in avery small proportion of cases 
might do some — but in much the largest 
proportion do harm. Salt and water is the 
popular agent, but that is of much less value 
than a solution of boracic acid, one teaspoon- 
ful to the pint. 
A WORD MORE ABOUT DOUCHES 

in catarrh. Noone oughtto resort to them 
unless advised to do so by a physician, and in 
cold weather one must be extremely cautious 
in their use. They should under all circum- 
stances be blood warm, and for several hours 
after employing them the person should re- 
main in a comfortably warm room, otherwise 
he is quite certain to suffer from a cold in 
the head. 

As might be expected, considering the na- 
tional characteristics, Americans have made 
themselves quite familiar with nervous seda- 
tive Bromide of potassium promises soon 
to be. ~wbered among the ‘‘domestic reme- 
dies. N use is to be deplored, for, 
instead © being harmless, as many people 
suppose, it. capable of doing considerable 
injury. It qu. an excited brain and cre- 
ates in that way a tendency tosleep. Hence 
the common use by non-professionals is for 
insomnia. They have not as yet learned that 
the bromide of potassium isnot nearly as 
highly esteemed by physicians as it once was. 
It is true that there are certain disturbances 
in which this remedy acts very well if com- 
bined with other drugs. But it is rarely 
used alone, and to a very great extent 
ithas been supplemented by other and far 
more eflicacious agents. he layman is 
strongly urged never to use ‘‘bromide’’ on 
his own responsibility. And in sleeplessness, 
for which heis most likely to use it, he ought 
toemploy far better and safer means. In 
nervous debility it would appear to do good 
for a time, but in the end it would do harm. 
If the nerves are weak they should be 
strengthened, and the bromide of potassiam 
is no tonic; it simply quiets them, and after 
the immediate effect has passed off they are 
as excitable as before. Not only that, but

Considering the 
extreme liability to do that, the safest rule is 
to never take camphor internally éxcept 
when directed todo sobya physician. T 
need of caution will appear when the state- 
ment is made that poisoning by camphor is 
not a very unusual accident. Children are the 
most frequent victims. Ten grains of the gum 
was sufficient to kill one child 18 
months old. People who use spirits of cam- 
phor often attempt to dilute thesame with 
water. Others endesvor to make a solution 
of camphor with water. When thatis added 
to the spirit the alcohol unites with the water 
and ‘‘throws down’’ the camphor in little 
white flakes. As for making a solution of 
camphor with water, if it is boiling hot, some 
would, of course, be dissolved, but the solu- 
tion would not be strong enough to have an 
effect as an application. Always use alcoho 
to make astrong solution. The most marked 
symptoms of camphor poisoning are vomit- 
ing, convulsions, incessant for a time, vallor 
of the face, chilling of the skin, finally pro- 
found stupor. 
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ADVANCE IN STAR-GAZING, 


Harvard Leads in the Astral Art—Horizontal 
Telescope Designed by Pickering. 


From the Boston Globe. 

Harvard Observatory is becoming quite an 
observatory village. The old structure, with 
its dome-surmounted roof and monasterial 
aspect, looks down on quite a group of dome- 
roofed cottages. Each one of these is an ob- 
servatory with its special line of work. The 
latest addition to this group has an architect- 
ure of its own; its roof is not topped by 
a dome; it is a one-story, flat-roofed 
structure from 12 to 14 feet square. Shoot- 
ing out from the west side of itis a cvlinder- 
shaped tube ofa trifle over a foot in diame- 
ter. This terminates in something that looks 
quite like a dog kennel, perched on a brick 
pier, four feet high. A rustic might easily 
fancy that this cottage was some bachelor’s 
quarters, and this tube was the entrance to 
the kennel! of his favorite setter. 

But, presto! The walls of this seeming ken- 
nel vanish anda rare mirror is exposed to 
view. Itis eighteen inches in diameter, its 
glass is four inches thick; it is facing the 
heavens. Has the occult craze reached Har- 
vard? Is this the magic wirrar that the old 
astrologer used to peer into? It is a magic 
mirror, but its magicis subtler than thatof 
Nostradamus. A 12-igch object glass of the 
finest French manufacture is peering 
into it, and this tube is a 
part of a horizontal -telescope 18612 
feet long—one of the latest triumphs of the 
Clarks’ skill. The inventor of this device for 
holding the mirror upto nature is Prof. Ed- 
ward C. Pickering. 

Most astronomers are content to work with 
the instruments*they find by them, whether 
they be bad or good. Prof. Pickering looks 
at the work to be done, and then asks him- 
self: ‘‘Have I an adequate instrument to do 
this work? If not, I must devise one. The 
meridian D which has achieved 
such satisfactory results in the past decade at 
the observatory, came about in this way: 

Photometer means a light measurer. The 
magnitude of stars has been approximated by 
guessing, with and without the aid of a tel- 
escope, but the guesser does not always guess 
alike. A machine works uniformly. Take 
the bulk of this work from the guesser and 
you approach uniformity. The meridian pho- 
tometer was intended to meet that demand. 
Ite aperture was four ipches, and the vast 
amount of work done * . Deen with the 
naked eye stars ¢ wt catalogue stars, 
Naked eye stars are those from the first to the 
sixth magnitude. The catalogue stars are | 
those from the sixth to the ninth magnitude, 
Mr. Gerrish has been sent witb this instru- 
ment to the Harvard station on the elevations 
of Peru tofinish this work. This new photo- 
metric telescope, with the added power that 
a 12-inch glass gives, is to supplement this 
work with the faint stars from the ninth to 
the fourteenth magnitude. 

Suppose we take alook at this modest ob- 
servatory. We find a hooded gas jet casting 
a subdued light, and, strangest and pleasing 
surprise, we are not chilled to the bone, for 
here isa gas stove diffusing a genial warmth. 
The mirror abd object giess are no longer ein- 
side to be blurred by the heat. 
The ticking of the sidereal clock 
makes it seem doubly comfortable. In the 
middle of the room sits the curtained observer. 
A companion telescope of a five-inch aperture 
has brought an image of the pole star into the 
eyepiece of the large telescope. That is his 
given datum to work from; its magnitude is 
known. The mirror outside has caught the 
image of the star he wishes to observe or 
measure. A recorder sits by the side of the 
large tube, an eye lens shows nim the declina- 
tion, a circular braes plate connected with 
the mirror outside registers the right ascen- 
wg oe Thus the results are carefully tabu- 
ated. 

The field that the mirrorsweeps extends an 
hour each side of the meridian. That ie, stars 
may be held in view two hours. Electricity 
doled out by an electric clock adjusts the mir- 
ror to the appara: motion of the stars. 
Taken altogether, it isquite a wonderful in- 
strument. By means of an attached ring 
micrometer it can be used for ascertaining the 
position of stars. Nor does its usefuiness 
stop at position, but extends to the composi- 
tion and ‘motion of the stars and the 
study of stellar spectra. The horizontal 
telescope is expected to do good work. This 
is quite an advance over the old meridian 
photometer, that could be used only in ascer- 
taining magnitudes. 

Cataloguing the stars is but the beginning of 
astronomy. It is what classification is in bot- 
any. The images of stars on a mirror, ona 
sensitive plate or in accumulated stellar spec- 
tra—these are the data for future investiga- 
tions in astronomy. For the collecting of 
this data this horizontal telescope promises to 
be an invaluable aid. This telescope meets a 
want in another direction. Practical modern 
astronomy is not slow to avail itself of every 
help. The clear, dry air of mountain heights 
proinises results more accufate than the bumid 
air of land near the sea level. The 12 
or 15-inch equatoriel, besides its own tons of 
weight, wants a solid column of masonry for 
its support. Prof. Pickering, in a paper be- 
fore the Appalachian Club, claims that an in- 
strument ofthis kind can be taken to pieces 
and transported on muleback, or by men, to 
heights inaccessible to the upright telescope, 

Astronomy bas been called the queen of the 
sciences; but queens, even in science, are out 
of place m our democratic America. Even 
science must cease to be exclusive; it, too, if 
it would abide, must be by the people and for 
the people. This telescope is a democratic 
one, and an observatory for it will cost but a 
few hundred dollars, thus making it accessi- 
bie to private individuals and our smaller col- 
leges and schools.

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REPLACING THE SHIPS 
LOST AT APIA. 
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The Disaster Unavoidable—An Official In- 
quiry Probable—Views of Col. Remer, 
Judge- Advocate of the Navy—Rear Ad- 
miral Shufeldt Talks—Additional News of 
the Wreck—Supphes for Samoa, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Ditsraren. 

WasHiIneTor, D. C., April 1.—No decision 
has yet been reached at the Navy t 
in regard to sending vessels to take the places 
of the ships lost at Apia. Secretary Tracy 
said last night that the matter is one which 
offers serious difficulties. The vessels now at 
Panama and at other stations which might be 
otherwise avaliable, cannot well be spared 
from their present posts of duty. The Pensa- 
cola, which is undergoing repairs at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, can be made ready for sea 
in about four months, and a like period 
will be required to complete the repairs 
and fit for sea the Adams and Iroquois now 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard. The Charies- 
ton, if accepted by the Government, can be 
made reddy for service probably by the first of 
June. Secretary Tracy fortunately ordered 
that the battery intended for the Yorktown 
should be shipped to San Francisco and placed 
on board the Charieston. The order was 
issued March 20, andthe guns will soon be on 
the way. 

THE DISASTER UNAVOIDABLE. 

The loss of the Trenton and the Vandalia 
will, it is expected, be followed by along and 
circumstantial report from Rear Admiral Kim- 
berly which will undoubtediy make clear all 
the details of the storm and wreck about 
which there is just nowa great deal of con- 
jecture, helped ouf by more or less interesting 
statements of facts supposed to have a bearing 
upon the present case. The general and just 
opinion is that tbe offleers and men of the United 
States vessels behaved admirably, and that 
the losses were unavoidable. As to the course 
to be pursued in case there should not be any 
doubt in the mind of Secretary Tracy about 
the behavior of the commanding officer, Col. 
W. B. Remey, the Judge Advocate of the 
Navy, talked to-day very freely: 

‘‘Il knew Admiral Kimberly very well, said 
the Colonel, and I feel sure that he did 
everything in his power to protect the lives 
of his men and insure the safety of his 
ship. He is a very experienced sea- 
man, a man ot excellent judgment and 


itis not likely that he satin his cabin and 
neglected to take any precautions that would 
have occured to a man who is suchathorongh 
sailor. I have served on the same ship with 
him and know bim ne: 

»The usual course followed in a case of this 
kind is this: Admiral Kimberly will make a 
reporttothe Secretary giving in detail all the 
facts in connection with the loss of the ships 
andmen in the squadron of whichhe had 
command. That report will, in the 
natural order of things, be 
to me, and if, in my judgment, it 
seems to me there was any negligence or the 
Admiral failed to take all proper precautions, 
I shallrecommend tothe Secretary that a 
court ot inquiry be held. The functions ofa 
court of — ae are very similar to those ofa 
Grand-jury. If, after a thorough investiga- 
tion, the court is convinced that the Admiral 
was remiss or that he did not display the sea- 
manship which ought to have been expected 
of him under the circumstances, the court 
would recommend the Secreta of Navy that 
he be tried by court martial and I should have 
to prefer the charges, 

THE SECRETARY'S POWERS. 

It is proper for me to say that, of course, 
itis entirely within the discretion of the Sec- 
retary to decide whether he will approve the 
recommendation made to him and order the 
trial of the officer, although as a general thing 
such recommendation is thus actedon. Ido 
not believe any court will be convened. Kim- 
berly was the executive officer of Farragut’s 
ship at Mobile, and in the pictures you can see 
him standing by the side of the Admiral. 
Thats the kind of man Kimberly is.

„Do you suppose that the Calliope was

No, I do not. The English have better 
ships than we have but I don’t think there is 
a navy in the worid that basa finer personnel 
than ours. If this storm came up all ot a 
sudden, it was not possible for our people to 
have got up steam in time to get away as it 
takes some hours to get underway. Un- 
doubtedly the Britisher is a modern ship and 
had greater steam power than our vessels and 
four or five knots an hour makes a great dit- 
ference in the chances of a vessel riding out 
a gule such as this one must have been.

THE NIPSIC. 

The United States steamer Nipsic had bet- 
ter luck, She dragged her anchors but not as 
rapidly asthe German vessels, tne Captain 
having her under contrel, to a certain extent. 
Seeing how matters stood, he ran her onto a 
low sand reef and then put out the boats. All 
on board were landed safely except six sea- 
men, who were drowned by the upsetting of 
the boat they were in. 

THE ILL-FATED VANDALIA. 

The United States vessel Vandalia was car- 
ried before the gale as ifshe were an egg 
shell. She struck the reef with a terrible 
shock, throwing down violently everybody on 
deck and carrying away the rigging. The 
Captain was buried against a gatling gun and 
stunned almost to insensibility. efore he 
could recover he with a number of others 
was swept into the sea and lost. The vessel 
slid slowly and quietly into deep water and 
went down within fifty yards of the Nipsic. 
Several officers and men went down with the 
ship and many others were lost while trying 
to escape by swimming. 

THE TRENTON. 

By this time it had grown quite dark. The 
Trenton dragged and drifted until her bottom 
struck the wreck of the Vandalia, staving it in 
completely and filling the vessel half full of 
water, 

The German vessel Olga stood it out almost 
to the last, but just as morning broke her 
anchors slipped and sbe drifted along until 
she was run upon a sand reefand beached in 
a comparatively safe position.

Supplies for Samoa, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 1.—In naval cir- 
cles the question has been discussed as to the 
best and earliest means for getting supplies 
from here to Samoa if this Government should

The Zealandia, 
which sails for New Zealand April 6, is a mer- 
chant steamer of the only line. passing near 
the Samoan Islands and she carrries nearly 
one thousand tons of wheat alone for 
and Melbourne, owing to

She will, therefore, not have much room for 
additional freight. It is thought, however, 
that the Navy Department could arrange to 
have the Zealandia proceed to Apia on this tri 
instead of making Tutuila, her port of call. 
This would enable her to render any urgent 
assistance and also procure later and more 
definite advices from Apia and Admiral Kim- 
berly. The New Zealand Government has an 
agent here,and such arrangement would have 
to be made by the United States between him 
and the Oceanic Steamship Co. 


The Shipwrecked Sailors.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 1.—It is now an 
open secret that there is consigerable anxiety 
here among the holders of stock in the brew- 
erles who have consented to the English con- 


solidation, and that anxiety is voiced freely. In 
case the scheme should for any reason fail to 
finally materialize they will be in a position 
which, to say the least, will not be enviable. 
The fact bas necessarily transpired that the 
profits of the business have been very large 
when compared with the capital stock. This 
has already stimulated investment in brewery 
properties ‘fon the ground floor,’’ 
and should the scheme of consolidation 
ultimately fail there will be competition 
which wiil be annoying, if not disastrous. 
Already prejudice that exists against the 
manipulation of the breweries by for- 
elgne capital has taken root in fertile 
soll and is growing, and managers of brew- 
erles not included in the deal have 
not been slow in taking advantage of the sit- 
uation. It is confidently predicted that a 
failure to complete the consolidation would 
mean the enlargement of the breweries left 
out of the deal and the erection of new ones. 
To-day it Was learned that the 
Barthölomay Brewing Co. (limited), as 
the new English corporation is termed, 
was not organized under the law of this coun- 
try, but under that cf Great Britain. Three 
days ago $250,000 worth of its stock was adver- 
tised for sale, but as near as can be learned 
little of it has been taken. The fizzie of the 
English combination in Syracuse has not 
strengthened the situation here.

The de- 
ceased was ofavery melancholy disposition, 
and of late has been financially involved to a 
considerable extent. 

Kellogg committed suicide in room 249 of the 
Southern Hotel some time Saturday night by 
taking laudanum. The last time he was seen 
alive was when he got the key to his room 
desk of the hotel on Saturday 
night. He then asked to be called at 6o0’clock 
in the morning. When the boy went upto 
arouse him his raps on the door met with no 
response. Looking over the transom, he saw 
Kellogg lying on the bed. Manager Lewis was 
notified that the man was in bis room and 
could not be aroused. He and Officer O' Mal- 
ley proceeded to the room, opened the door 
and found Kellogg dead. An empty bottle of 
laudanum and the following note, which was 
written on a hotel envelope, were found in 
the room: 

I have fought the battle of life and lost it. 
Bury me. and say as little about me as possi- 
ble. A fool is better soon forgotten. 

The note was unsigned. On the dresser was 
a telegram, which read as follows: 

**OINCINNATI, March 30, 1889. 

Holden wires this morning. Can't you 
come up to-night; want to see you. 

W. H. Connor.’’ 

Mr. Connor is 3 agent of the 
Southern Pacific at Cineinnati. 

The deceased was a native of New York, and 
commenced his railroad career in 1874 as a 
clerk inthe general freight office of the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern, now known as 
the Wabash Western. Then he was a 
voucher forthe Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
road for two and a half years, becoming con- 
tracting agent for the St. Louis, Keokuk & 
Northwestern in March, 1878 After three 
years spent in that position he was made Gen-

Probably his fond maternal varent bought a 
title for him at the same time that she got one 
for herself. She may have obtained a re- 
duction in price by taking two of them. 
The Duchess de Pomar is very 
stout and has very bright yellow 
hair. Her age is, I should say, somewhere 
between 60 and 70. She was the daughter and 
only child of a very rich goldsmith in Havana, 
Iam told—hence her great weaith. Also her 
passion for jewelry may be suppose to be 
hereditary, as well as her connoisseurship in

It is very.seidom that one meets witha 
woman whose fondness for diamonds is 
so excessive. When she is in demi-

COLDS AND CATAREHS. 


Caution Against Exposure to the Night Air 
—Open Windows Net the Best Thing. 


The following advice regarding the risk in- 


curred through sleeping with the windows of |. 


one’s apartment open is condensed from the 
Buffalo Medical Examiner: 

It may be safely asserted that the majority 
of colds need not occur, even in an uncertain 
and changing climate like ours, if people 


would understand and practice a few simple 
hygienic precautions. We cannot expect to 
discuss every hygienic rule in detail that 
would apply to each particular ‘case, but we 
hope to present certain general principles 
which can be elaborated or reduced according 
to the needs ofthe individuals. Your atten- 
tion is first directed to a custom, that may be 
called almost a natural one, and which we 
consider to be very pernicious. Ireferto the 
havit of sleeping with the windows open ut 
night when the external temperature is below 
a certain poss This custom is — 
unlversa! in this country, and is an important 
factor in accounting for the uency among 
us of the catarrhal diseases of the upper air 
passages. I fail to find, either by observation 
or investigation, that any other pose living 
in our latitude indulge in this custom. 
The people of Europe are very care- 
ful to prevent the external night 
air from entering their Bee apartments. 
The windows are double, 8 you will 
find a closed stove or fire-box in the same 
room, and, in many other ways, their houses 
are not as well ventilated as ours. We can de- 
rive many hints from the — of the 
lower animals upon this su They seek 
to render the air, when slee 
possible ju various ways. 
ature is below that of their bodies, 
their dens, huddle ther, or curiu 
the nose is placed close to the 
birds even, whose native element is the air,

Instinctively they seem to appreciate 
that the body is in a state ot least resistance 
during sleep, and that the air they then 
breathe should be properly warmed so as not 
to act as an irritant to the delicate lung struc- 
ture. Besides the suggestions just made, the 
reasons for greater care at night or during 
sleep are not difficult to 20 undermend. We re- 
move our warm ciothing and put on that 
which is much lighter. Weare not sure on 
retiring thatthe temperature will not be 20 
degrees or more lower in the morning. A 
slight restiessness will expose a part of the 
* to rapid cooling, Which generally leads 
the development of- a cold. 

2 the air m reach rer lungs 
sufficiently moist and warm, else 
it will act as an irritant and cause srouhie. 
The nose is the organ where this is accom- 
plished, but it is limited in its ability and can- 
not raise the temperature of the air beyond a 
certain point. According to the experiments 
ot Aschenbrandt and Kayser the inspired air 
in passing through the nose can be raised to 
about 40 deg.

Not one person in a 
thousand realizes the groundless prejudice, 
founded principally upon ignorance, but also 
largely upon the bad methods of European 
treatment that prevail against corn as food 
all over the Continent and the British Islands. 

FORKIGN PREJUDICE AGAINST CORN. 

**A little of this cereal is used as fodderfor 
cows, horses being generally considered too 
valuable to be fed on such inferior food, but 
when it comes to utilizing our corn as human 
diet nothing but the most abject poverty and 
sometimes not even that will induce the 
transatiantic populations to use it. The 
Irish famine of 1848 furnishes a most 
striking instance ot this prejudice. 
The potato rot had deprived 80 percent of the 
people of their great food staple, and famine 
was carrying off hundreds every day. Aid 
from America was sent, and a number of ship- 
loads of corn were dispatched to Irish ports. 
But although the people were starving, they 
would not use either corn or cornmeal, and 
the distributors of the relief could scarcely in- 
duce hy one to accept this part of the Ameri- 
can cantribution. To people who are accus- 
tomed to regard corn bread and the various 
forms of corn meal, as well as corn on the 
ear, as something of a luxury, this feeling is 
inexplicable, but the same feeling to-day 
prevalis over the whole of Europe. 

THE AMERICAN EXPORT TRADE. 

** While 25 per cent at least of the wheat crop 
is exportea, not quite 4 per cent of the corn 
crop found its way across the ocean last year, 


andinthe year Germany, where cheap food 
is most important, took only 408 barrels of 
cornmeal and 2,500,000 bushels of corn, while 


| France im ported not quite 2,000,000 bushels 


and but 60 barrels of meal. This in face of the 
fact that in Germany a laboring 
man is most fortunate if be sees 
wheat bread once a week, and fresh meat 
once in two months, and yet they will not 
take our corn. One reason is that the milis 
used for grinding it are of the rudest descrip- 
tion and furnish an article little better than 
the rye flour which forms the staple article of 
diet of the Germans and French. The same 
is trne in alesser degree of the English, and 
in a greater degree of the Irish, among whom 
want is practically perennial. 
THE ANNUAL CORN PRODUCT. 

„While this state of affairs exists on the 
other side of the ocean, the seven corn States 
of this country, Ohio, IIinois, Indiana, Kansas, 
Missour!, Nebraska and lowa, produced last 
year 1,281,920,850 bushels of corn, on an acre- 
age of 34,420,191. This includes only the 
States named, much corn being raised in 
other localities. In this list Missouri stands 
third, both in acreage and product, having 
6,447,168 acres in corn, and producing 210,822, 
304 bushels. The average price paid last year 
was very low, averaging 23 cents a bushel, 
which made the commercial value of the crop 
$73,974,891, more than the total net earnings of 
the national banks. But sosmallwas the mar- 
gin of profit to the farmer, on account off the 
size of the crop, that many have turned their 
corniands into pastures, and instances are 
not wanting in which the corn has been used 
as fu el. 

To makea market for this great crop is 
the object of the exhivit which we are striving 
to make at Paris. We wishto erecta fine 
— 9 covered entirely with corn, in Which 
we willbake bread and cakes, make mush 
and in fact exhibit ali the food porperties of 
corn. The articles 2 will be 
distributed free of arge, and hourly 
lectures will be delivered 1 the different 
preparations of this cereal.] To properly do 
thig we need money, and must look to the 
corn States tosupply it, at least in part. New 
York City has su scribed $5,000, and I am now 
endeavoring to obtain contributions in the 
West. The St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange 
will, I believe, do more than its share, as it 
always does. If we are successful, I feel sure 
that within three years from a quarter to a 
third of our corn ah will be exported, and 
that the price to the farmer wili be raised at 
least 5 cents a bushel.’’
